To them, 
life begins at conception; any abortion is 
thus murder. Hence deeply felt morality 
dictates law: The state must not tolerate 
murder.

The Supreme Court’s view seemed to us 
the right one—that one theory of life should 
not be aCowed to ovetride another, Mater- 
nity, the court observed, “may force wpon 
the woman a distressfui life and future... 
There is also the distress, far all concerned, 
associated with the unwanted child.”
